If  we,  as  individuals,  fail  to  discharge  our 
personal  responsibilities,  government  becomes  a  blunt  instru¬ 
ment  indeed,  often  fatal  to  those  it  should  serve. 

Our  foremost  responsibility  as  a  citizen  is  to  inform  our¬ 
selves  of  what  is  at  stake  in  all  political  issues  and  then  vote 
as  we  honestly  feel  we  should.  "The  purification  of  politics  is 
an  iridescent  dream,"  said  the  Ingalls,  but  we  can  do  our- pari 
to  see  .that  it  does  not  become  contaminated.

Last  year  when  we  began  eva¬ 
luating  and  examining  our  organ¬ 
izations,  it  came  to  our  attention 
that  the  set-up  of  the  Honor.  Coun¬ 
cil  and  Honor  Board  could  be  sim¬ 
plified  and  improved.  The  Honor 
Board,  a  large  body  with  practical¬ 
ly  no  specific  function,  seemed 
unnecessary.

At  the  present  time 'the 
set-up  of  the  Honor  Council  seems 
to  serve  our  purposes  quite  satis¬ 
factorily.  It  was  with  this  in  mind 
that  the  Honor  Board  was  dissolv¬ 
ed  last  Spring  Quarter  and  effort 
was  centered  on  the  corresponding 
structure  —  the  Honor  Council. 
This  council  gives  representation 
to  the  town  girls,  classes,  and  dor¬ 
mitories.  The  group  is  not  so  large 
that  it  cannot  function  well  co¬ 
operatively  with  dormitory  coun¬ 
cils,  Board  of  House  Presidents, 
and  the  Student  Council  itself. 

Of  course  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
officer,  indeed,  of  every  student  on 
this  campus  to  promote  our  Honor 
System  by  going  a  step  further 
than  the  broad  principles  of  per¬ 
sonal  integrity  and  the  social  res¬ 
ponsibilities  of  communal  living. 
To  those  to  whom  the  honor  sys¬ 
tem  is  important  at  all,  it  1b  vital. 
It  is  doubtful  whether  any  but  the 
most  conscientious  few  go  through 
college  without  occasional  breach¬ 
es  of  social  honor.  Often  such 
breaches  do  not  seem  to  concern 
honor,  but  only  rules.  In  a  college 


■  whose  rules  are  based  on  an  hon¬ 
or  system,  however,  no  rule  can 
be  apart  from  it. 

When  we  say  that  we  are  work¬ 
ing  under  the  honor  system,:  we 
•mean  that  the  faculty  and  admin¬ 
istration  feel  that  we  are  suffi¬ 
ciently  mature  to  realize  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  right  and  wrong 
on  our  relationships  with  them 
and  with  our  fellow  student0. 
They  do  not  believe  that  we  can 
truly  be  said  to  have  acquired  a 
liberal  education  if  we  have  not 
developed  personal  intellectual 
honesty  and  a  sense  of  responsi¬ 
bility  to  the  social  group.  They, 
therefore,  do  away  with  any  form 
of  a  police  system  and  substitute 
instead  an  honor  system  based  on 
these  principles.  The  acceptance  of 
our  honor  system  is  simply  our  ac¬ 
ceptance  of  these  same  ideals. 

The  honor  system  is  not  a  series 
of  regulations  and  penalties  drawn 
up  to  act  as  an  intangible  police 
force  over  the  students.  It  is  a 
way  of  living  based  on  a  belief  in 
personal  integrity  and  social  res¬ 
ponsibility. 

In  the  fall  of  1953  a  highly  ideal¬ 
istic  and  challenging  plan  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  freshman  class — the 
“four  year  plan.”  Under  this  sys¬ 
tem  the  class  would  work  toward 
complete  independence  in  their 
senior  year.  It  would  require  an 
educative  process,  of  course,  but 
the  end  product  would  be  an  evo¬ 
lution  beyond  anything  that  class¬ 
es  thus  far  have  known.  Indivi¬ 
duals  would  not  be  without  re¬ 
strictions.  Quite  the  contrary— the 
restrictions  would  -be  imposed  by 
social  pressure  from  classmates 
and,'  most  Important,  by  the  indi-
